Former Argentina captain Diego Simeone 
ended his 19-year playing career after his 


side Racing Club fell to defeat at Estudi- 
antes on Friday night in Clausura action. 
The 35-year-old midfielder is Argentina’s 
all-time most-capped player with 106 
international appearances and he made a 
name for himself in his lengthy club career 
in Europe as well as playing in three World 
Cups. 


Simeone, who will now take over the 
reigns as Racing Club manager, played for 
Sevilla and Atlético Madrid in Spain and 
with Inter Milan and Lazio in Italy before 
returning to play for Racing Club in 2005. 
Simeone was part of the Inter Milan side 
that won the 1997/98 UEFA Cup and he 
also won league titles with Atlético in 
1995/96 and with Lazio in 1999/2000. 

He had plans to end his career at the end of 
the current Clausura tournament, but after 
Racing manager Fernando Quiroz resigned 
a fortnight ago, he was encouraged to take 
over the club

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Life must be difficult being an Ever- 
ton fan. After years of insecurity in the 
depths of relegation, then finally after 
an almost complete season of one nils, 
the ‘toffees’ surprised everyone by fin- 
ishing fourth. 


What was even better than claiming the 
last Champions League qualifying spot 
was that they had finished above rivals 
Liverpool. Merseyside was having a blue 
day. 


Everton’s pride diminished with a disas- 
trous start of the new season, exiting both 
the Champions League and then the Uefa 
Cup in the early qualifying rounds. They 
then sank to the bottom of the premiership 
table with only 1 win in 8 games. Liver- 
pool however, not only became European 
Champions, but they managed to re-quali- 
fy for the competition, via special permis- 
sion, entering at the first qualifying stage. 


Surprisingly Everton are again on the rise. 
Their manager David Moyes has been 
named January’s Barclays Premiership 
manager of the month. The team was un- 
beaten, a sequence that stretched to nine 
games, and their best run since October 


1998, including a win over Arsenal and 
draw with Chelsea. 

Their improved form has led them to drag- 
ging themselves out of the relegation mire 
and rise to 11th place in the Premiership.

Moyes is even hoping the recent resur- 
gence can lead to a late charge for a place 
in the Uefa Cup, but has applied for the In- 


tertoto Cup just in case. 


They have still had their share of problems 
with three goal-keepers injured or banned. 
Nigel Martyn suffered a groin injury be- 
fore Christmas and Richard Wright was 
injured in the warm-up for last week’s FA 
Cup defeat at Chelsea. This had led to a 
surprise debut for Iain Turner, but he was 
then sent off during his Premiership debut 
against Blackburn days later. The 19-year- 
old John Ruddy is the only keeper eligible 
to face the resurging Newcastle on 25th 
February. But Everton have been given 
special permission by the Premier League 
to sign a keeper on loan, outside the trans- 
fer window. Moyes is likely to attempt 
to persuade Arsenal’s Mart Poom to help 
their cause. 


Meanwhile, their strike-force has been 
suffering too. The club’s Latin motto “nil 
satis nisi optimum” apparently translates 
to “only the best will do”. One could eas- 
ily have mistaken it to read “Nil-one will 
do!” as even Sunderland have scored more 
goals than them. Their temperamental 
Scottish striker, Duncan Ferguson is serv- 
ing an extra four-match ban imposed by 
the FA after being found guilty of violent 


conduct at Wigan. 


The ban is for shoving Pascal Chimbonda 
in the face just before he was sent off for 
hitting Paul Scharner, which already car- 
ried a three-game ban. He will not play 
again until April. Fortunately their record 
signing striker, James Beattie is still man- 
aging to find the back of the net. 


For the future, the club has been approached 
by a wealthy property developer over the 
building of a new stadium. However, the 
Everton board was keen on a ground share 
with Liverpool, even though both sets of 
fans were opposed to the idea. They will 
continue to monitor developments at An- 
field, where Liverpool are behind schedule 
in their plans to fund a £150M develop- 
ment before deciding to leave their historic 
home at Goodison Park. 


The board should be congratulated for 
backing David Moyes during their prob- 
lematic season. Despite their fluctuating 
form, bad luck and injuries Moyes proves 
to be great tactician and team leader.

FUTSAL IS TAKING OFF ! 


The game is played with fewer players, 
within a smaller space, with smaller goals 
and less time. Instead of playing outdoors, 
they play indoors and instead of specifying 
who plays in what position, everyone both 
defends and attacks. 


In essence the game is a smaller version of 
soccer called futsal. The game is more intense 
than soccer because the size of the playing 
area is so much smaller. 


The origin of Futsal can be traced back to 
Montevideo, Uruguay, in 1930 when Juan 
Carlos Ceriani devised a five-a-side version 
of soccer for youth competition to be played 
in YMCAs. The word Futsal comes from the 
Spanish word for soccer — ‘fut’ and the Span- 
ish word for indoor — ‘sal’. 


In the last half century, Futsal has gained a 
reputation as a great developer of football 
skill and has been made famous by Brazil 
and many argue that Futsal is a key factor of 
their flamboyant style of play. Even Pele, ar- 
guably the greatest soccer player to ever play 
the game, along with the majority of Brazilian 
soccer players has credited futsal with devel- 
oping their skills. 


Over the last quarter century futsal has be- 
come one of the most popular sports around 
the world, with more than 25 million people 
participating worldwide. 


Closer to home Futsal has recently become 
affiliated under the Football Federation Vic- 
toria (FFV). As such progress is made in the 
way the game is being managed and the future 
looks promising.

Being a long time member of the same 
division may represent stability in some 
people’s eyes, but it also means that pro- 
motion has proven a step too far. Since 
winning the Provisional 2 Champion- 
ship in 1997, with a last day victory over 
Templestowe, Riversdale Soccer Club has 
been a constant fixture in Vodafone Pro- 
visional League 1, a stay of nine years. 


New club president, John McPhee, has seen 
many players, coaches and seasons come 
and go and is setting a course for ongoing 
success. “Riversdale is a great club, but for 
a few years we have mostly focused on the 
present, without a longer term view”, says 
McPhee. “We’ve had plenty of quality play- 
ers, but they’ve generally not stayed with us 
long enough to become a part of the club 
and gel as a team.” McPhee goes on to say 
that while on-field success is the number 
one goal, it won’t come at the expense of 
the clubs health. 


There is certainly a good base on which to 
grow at Riversdale.

This has been helped by 
specialised skills training for elite players 
and goalkeeper sessions for up-and-coming 


net minders. 2005 saw a number of juniors 
move into senior ranks and this flow is ex- 
pected to grow as the club progresses. 


At senior level, Riversdale has a strong base 
of loyal club servants and this has helped 
push the Reserves team to three champion- 
ships in the past four years. In 2006, the job 
to translate this success to the Senior team 
falls to new coach Pedro Ramo. 


Ramos has been involved in coaching and 
playing at Riversdale over the past few years, 
following an impressive career at State and 
National League level. He sees the need for 
a well-planned campaign. “The teams that 
have been promoted from this league over 
the past few years have been the ones who 
have an effective plan and who work hard 
to stick to that plan. It has been proven that 
team ethic and organisation will overcome a 
team of superstars.” 


Pedro, with his South American background, 
certainly values skill and personal flair and 
hopes to encourage an entertaining brand 
of football. Although he would always wel- 
come more new faces. Ramos believes that 
Riversdale already has a squad to challenge 
for honours. “We have a solid spine of ex- 
perienced players, people like George Tidd, 
Zoran Stojkovic and Raf Barrueto, and we 
will introduce younger players into the team, 
both from within Riversdale and from other 
clubs.”
